Saturday, June 23, is a day that wi 


long be remembered by the people 
Schellsburg and all who participate 
in the centennial anniversary of "Th 
Old Church on the Hill." The rain 
Friday and Friday night and th 
threatening weather prevented man 
from taking part, who would othc 
wise have been present, but despit 
the weather, which spoiled the picni 
fiar.ure and prevented the parade 
the forenoon, more than 3,500 peopl 
took part in or witnessed the exercise 
of the afternoon. 


The town wore a holiday appear 


p.nce; flags and bunting were every 
where in evidence. By noon the beau 
viful arch in front of the town hal! 
v,-Mch had been spoiled by the rain 
the night before,was re-covered and al 
v.-as in readiness for the exercises o 
the afternoon. 


At 1:30 o'clock the parade formed in 


front of the town hall and passe< 
through all the streets of the town 
anc2 thence to the cemetery. In the lez 
was the Keystone band of Cessna 
which furnished most excellent music 
touring the day. Next came the Pa- 
triotic Order Sons of America and the 
Odd Fellows, a number of young wom- 
en and men on horseback, the band 
wagon with about 40 girls dressed in 
white, and a long line of carriages, 
buggies and wagons. 


Having arrived at the cemetery the 


program as printed in last week's OA- 
ZKTTE was carried out in a most impres- 
sive manner. A bail game at 4 o'clock 
on the Seminary grounds—a victory 
for the local team—and an excellent 
display of fireworks in the 
evening- 


completed the clay's exercises—ended 
the centennial 
anniversary 
of 
the 


building-of the primitive house of wor- 
ship which has braved the storms of an 
hundred years, and now stands senti- 
nel over more than 7,000 graves and 
which is claimed to be the oldest Prot- 
es ant church in the United States west 
of the Susq.ueh.anna. 


That many who were not able to get 


close enough to hear the address of 
Hon. 
William P. Schell, the venerable 


descendant of the donor of the ground, 
may be permitted to read his paper 
and that it may be preserved as his- 
tory, we print it in full: 


FKIESDS ASD FELLOW CITIZENS:—We 


have met today, on this sacred spot, to 


" cbmlhemorate''" the building 
of- thisj 


plain, unostentatious and venerable 
church, by our Christian forefathers 
one hundred years ago; to show our 
love and reverence for the virtues of 
our sainted dead, who are sleeping in 
yonder silent but beautiful home; and 
ta oiler up fervent thanks to our fath- 
ers' God, for kindly and mercifully di- 
recting them to leave their native 
homes of oppression and persecution, 
and guiding them to this blessed land 
of civil and religious libertj-. 
It is a 


sjrrowful fact that nearly all the 
early immigrants to the United States 
were driven from their native lands by 
the iron hands of tyranny and cruelty. 
In consequence of the spoliation of 
their property by their rapacious and 
brutal sovereigns, many of them landed 
on our hospitable shores in destitution. 
So anxious were thousands of tliese 
poor and persecuted 
people to get 


away from oppression and go to Amer- 
ica that they consented,thatupon their 
an-ival here, the> might be sold to 
serve three or four years for ten 
pounds each in order to pay their pas- 
sage over the ocean. They were known 
as Redemptioners and were honest, in- 
dustrious, frugal and religious people, 
and in time became worthy citizens 
with comfortable homes. Among them 
were English.Irish, Welsh, Scotch-Irish, 
Hermans, Hugenots and Palatinates. 
William Penn with a broad philan- 
thropic spirit invited people of all na- 
tions to settle in the province of Penn- 
sylvania. To do justice to my subject 
it will be necessary for me to refer 
briefly to the Germans and Palatines, 
the Scotch-Irish ami Hugenots, who in 
very large numbers, settled in Bedford 
county and in the vicinity of Schells- 
burg. 


Louis XIV of France, in the latter 


part of the 17th century,disturbed the 
peace and security of Europe. 
'He 


seized Alsace and Loraine from Ger- 
many and annexed them to France in 
1570 
(by the irony of fate, after a 


lapse of 200 years, they were re-taken 
and annexed to Prussia) and a great 
number of the inhabitants of these 
provinces Sed into the Palatinate. In 
16S5 Louis revoked the edict of Nantes, 
under which the people of France en- 
joyed freedom of religious ^vorship. 
Rather than conform to the established 
religion over 400,000 Protestants quitted 
France and took refuge in the Palat- 
inate, Holland, Great Britain, Prussia, 
Switzerland and America. Among these 
were the most industrious, intelligent, 
and religious citizens of France. They 
are known in history as Hugenots, 
and many of those who fled to the Pa- 
latinate came with the Palatines to 
America and afterward inter married. 


In 1563-9 Louis marched his armies 


into the Palatinate. This name was ap- 
plied to two German states,which were 
united previous to 1620—they were dis- 
tinguished as Upper and Lower Palat- 
inate. They comprised the territory 
of an Elector or Palatine, and were 
situated on both sides of the Rhine, 
and along the banks of the Xccker. 
The Palatinate has disappeared irom 
the map of Europe, and is now a part 
of the Prussian empire. 


During these invasions he utterly 


devastated the Lower Palatinate with 
fire and sword; in midwinter, burning 
the houses of over one hundred thou- 
sand people, and driving them, half 
naked and starving, to the fields and 
forests. 
Many thousands wandered 


down the river Rhine, and the towns 
and cities by the way, in many in 
stances, led them at the public expense 
anc! sent them farther. Utterly desti- 


tute, they arrived in Holland and en- 
camped by tens of thousands in the 
environs of Amsterdam and Rotterdam. 
The Dutch government did all in its 
power to relieve the distress. 
And 


Queen Anne, of England, invited tho 
suffering Palatinates to find homes in 
her American colonies and transported 
many of them thither at her own ex- 
pense. 


These Palatinates were Germans.and 


members of the 
German Reformed 


and Lutheran churches. Many of them 
settled ia Philadelphia county (now 
Montgomery) where they greatly pros- 
pered. Hearing of their prosperity a 
large number of Palatinates and other 
Germans followed them in 17:37 and 
thereafter, ami settled in the same lo 
cality. 
They 
brought considerable 


money with them. They were Christ- 
ian, 
upright, temperate, industrious 


and frugal people, and brought their 
ministers and teachers with them. In 
1755 there were about 70.000 Germans 
.n the province—:i(),000 were German 
Reformed, and a fen- more were Luth- 
erans. 
The others were Mennonites, 


German Baptists (Dunkarcls) Mora- 
vians, German Quakers, Seventh Daj- 
Baptists, Schcnkn-clders and about 700 
Catholics, 


The whole civilized world should 


ever feel graceful to Holland for the 
care and protection extended to these 
joor. persecuted refugees, who had 
led from the ferocious butcheries of 
>hilip II of Spain, and Louis XIV of 
prance. In Holland they were safe — 
,nd many thousands of them sailed 
rotn Amsterdam and Rotterdam to 
3ennsylvania.

The Scotch-Irish wlio settled 


-"ennsylvania have quite an interest- 


history. The Knglish government 


ndertook to introduce the Reformed 
aith and English institutions into Ire- 
ind, which naturally stirred up great 
issentions among the Irish people, 
he Earl of Desmond revolted, and af- 
er his death in 1583 his vast estate in 
[unster was parcelled out to English 
ettlers. 
Then some of the chief clans 


f Ulster took up arms. The northern 
:iiefs, O'Xcill and O'Donnell, held out 
ntil the English government made 
enns with them, when Queen E'iza- 
eth recognized them as Earls of Ty- 
oue and Tyr Connell. In lliOS these 


€*i*Vj, 
Uoing- iipprphpniivo 
£01- their 


crsonal safety, very suddenly left Ire- 


land for the continent. Upon their 
ilight James I of England (previously 
Edward VI, of Scotland), who ascended 
the English throne in 170?>, was ena- 
bled to carry out the project of parcell- 
ing out the north of Ireland to Scot 
tish and English settlers. 
During the 


reign of Charles I in 1041 the Irish, 
taking advantage of the dissentions 
in England, rose in armed insurrec- 
tion and in a few days mercilessly and 
brutally massacred over 50,OuO of these 
settlers, mostly English. The surviv- 


Scotehmen fled to their native 


heath 
in the north of Scotland. Ire- 


land remained in a state of anarchy 
until Cromwell overran it ia 1G4'J. 


But even in Scotland these refugees 


were followed with oppression and 
tyranny in the British Uniformity act 
of 1002, requiring all members r»ud 


churches took the initiative in building 
the church, it is very likely that all th» 
Christian people in the locality co-op- 


way, for there were 
crated in some 
73 contributors. 


The Presbyterians 
attached them- 


selves to the Presbyterian church in 
Bedford until 1834, when they erected 
a church in Schellsburg. In the mean- 
time from 1307 they held services in 
tiie old log school house, and it is 
probable that the Reformed and Luth- 
eran people also attached themselves 
to the respective churches in Bedford 
until 1800, and in the meantime met 
either in some dwelling house or in 
the log school house for services. 


The grant of land by my grandfather, 


John Schell, was to the Lutheran and 
Calvinistic congregations on Shawanee 
Cabin creek, lie, evidently, while a 
member of 
the 
German 
Reformed 


clnrrch, eonsidcred that the term "Cal- 
vinistic" included both the Reformed 
and Presbyterian 
church 
members. 


And I think so too, for the doctrines of 
the two denominations in conception 
are very similar, although they may dif- 
fer somewhat in language. There is very 
little difference in essentials between 
the views of Calvin and Zwingli, and 
the Westminster and Heidelberg cate- 
chisms. 


Xincteen hundred years ago the Jews 


thought that God could be worshiped 
only in Jerusalem, and the Samaritans 
thought that lie could lie worshiped 
only on the mountain of Samaria. But 
our blessed Savior said to the woman 
at the well of Sycliar, "The hour com- 
eth, and now is, when ye shall nei- 
ther in tills mountain, nor yet at Jeru- 
salem, worship the Father*** when 
the true worshiper shall worship the 
Father in spirit and in truth." Or, in 
other words, our Father can be wor- 
shiped anywhere and everywhere. The 
Jews had forgotten the Ood of their 
fathers, and had fallen into formalism. 
But our Lord desired a better state of 
things, and wished to prepare a people 
over the whole earth, who, while dif- 
fering in many things, should be one 
in this, that they aim at worship which 
is true to the truth of things, and 
which is spiritual. 


Wherefore, uur forefathers, when 


year 1881 the chu-c't was weather- 
boarded and painted white, in order to 
preserve it fiom further decay. This 
has beautified the exterior. la eold 
and inclement weather it is used for 
burial purposes. A coal stove has been 
placed in it so tuat the church can be 
made comfortable in cold weather. 


"The St. John Reformed" congrega- 


tion WES crganizod in 1806 by Rev. 
Deitrick Anrandt, wbocmtinued ts its 
pastor until 1811. The following heads 
of families were the origins! members 
of the chu-ch, to wit: John Schell, 8r., 
Tobiss Hammer, Herbert Otto, Peter 
Scht 11, all of whom were officers; John 
Mowry, Benj'.min Bisel, John Fisher, 
Henry D»rr, Abraham Whetstone, John 
Corley and John Winegarner. In 1811 
John Sc'iell rode to Philadelphia to at- 
tend the German Reformed synod, aid 
obtained the appointment of Rev, 
Henry Gerhart, as missionary pastor 
for Bedford and Schellsburg. 
He re- 


mained U'itil 1820 This congregation 
erected a large and comfortable brick 
church in Sehellsburg in 1853 on a lot 
given by John Seht-ll, 


The Evangelical Lutheran congrega- 


tion was o'gauiz -d on the lit of June, 


1806, 
with. Christian Mil'er as elder, 


and George Rock tni Joseph B'ac't as 
deacons. Rev. Oaterloh and Rov, Wil- 
liam Yesger were the pastors up to 
the 17th of November, 1839, when the 
latter delivered his farewell address. 
This congregation erected ala-ge and 
commodious brick church in Schells- 
burg, May 12, 1843, on a lot given by 
Catherine Dannaker. 


Here I desire to express my warm 


admiration 
for tin exhibition of 


brotherly and 
Christian 
love and 


fello *s'vp which animated these two 
Germaae-ingregations of divar e faith 
and dscSrine, in uniting iu Bedford 
county and throughout Pennsylvania 
at that early r!ar, ia jo'ntly building 


churches rigidly to conform U- the rites 
of the established church; ar.d the Dis- 
senters' act under wliicli dissenters 
were not allowed to educate their o\vu 
children b\it were required to put them 
into the charge of tne conformists, or 
established church. These people are 
known in history as the Scotch-Irish. 
It is not strange, therefore, that many 
of them sought a ne\v home in our 
country, and especially those who had 
such a fearful experience iu Ireland. 
The Scotch-Irish who came to Penn- 
sylvania were permitted by the Provin 
cial government to settle in the west- 
ern frontier, then in Cumberland Val 
ley. Here, during the French-Indian 
and Revolutionary wars, these strong, 
bardy and intrepid men stood like a 
wall of fire against the incursions of 
the savages. Their trials, sufferings 
and rough experiences made it possible 
for them to take a great part in laying 
the foundations of education, of gov- 
ernment, and of civil and religious lib- 
erty in this coxmtry. 


In 1751) a large number of these 


Scotch-Irish people followed the army 
of General Forbes to the western part 
of the province, and many of them set- 
tled within the present county of Bed- 
ford. In 1703 the Germane, Palatinates 
and Hugenots commenced settling in 
the county, and sometime afterwards 
a number of Quakers. Many of these 
people settled within a circle of a few 
miles around this primitive church and 
Scliellsburg. 


In 1SOO, at the time this church was 


built, the following heads of families 
were residents here: Adams, Ander- 
son, Black, Bowser, Brown, Burket, 
Blackburn, Benigh, Barber, Beaver, 
Beaner, Beltz, Beck, Brandt, Bisel, 
Beam, Blair, Burns, Eonnett, Barroch.

they settled in the wilds of Bedford 
county brought tlreir religion with 
them. They yearned for a tabernacle 
wherein they might worship their God 
in spirit and truth. Out of his great 
love for tlie Lord my grandfather made 
the following grant of land, to wit: "I, 
John Schell, ^ - as well for and iu con- 
sideration of the marked respect and 
veneration which I have for the Christ- 
ian religion, as of the sum of ?l.OO * * 
to me in hand paid, by the Lutheran 
and Calvinistic congregations, on the 
waters of Shawanese Cabin creek, have 
given, granted, etc.,* * all that certain 
piece of land situated in the township 
of Bedford aforesaid, on the south side 
of the state road leading from Bedford 
to Stoyestown, containing six acres 
and -16 perches, being part of my tract 
of land called'Pekin.' * * * In trust 
for the erection of churches wherein 
may be preached and heard the Christ- 
ian religion; also for the erection of 
school houses for the use of the mem- 
bers of said congregations." 
(Deed 


March 7, 1S07, D. B. No. S3, p. 32S ) 


A subscription paper was prepared 


for the purpose of raising the neces-. 
sary funds, to defray the expenses of 
erecting the church. The following 
is an extract from the said subscrip- 
tion paper: 
"Whereas, It has been 


agreed by the inhabitants of Bedford 
and St. Clair townships, that a meet- 
ing house (church) is necessary to be 
builded, by subscription of said inhabi- 
tants, ' * * the said house to be 25x80 
feet, two stories, with shingle roof,*** 
the subscriptions to be paid to John 
Schell, Tobias Hammer, George Rock 
and John Mowry *»*. The building is to 
be free to no other denominations than 
for. the Calvinists and Lutherans; and 
traveling preachers shall have the lib- 
erty to preach by application to the 
elders of said congregations." 


After the requisite sum of money 


had been raised the earnest Christian 
people gathered on this now hallowed 
ground to select a site for this church. 
H re they found God's sacred temple 
of nature, whose columns were the 
majestic trees and clinging vines of the 
fore't, and whose choirs were the low 
melodies of the song birds and the alto 
winds of the Alleghenies, Here en this 
nature temple, with the open heavens 
above, with 
the 
everlasting 
hills 


around, and amid the fiery splendor of 
sunrise and the gorgeously tinted gold 
and silver 
sunset, they reverently, 


with eyes toward heaven, laid the 
foundation of this plain and simple log 
church, doubtless in thought saying, 
•'Fear God, and give glory to Him: and 
worship Him that made heaven and 
earth and the sea and the fountains of 
water " 


The c'-iu-eh wss then built in accord- 


ance with the p'a: with logs supplied 
by J^hn Schell, Jacob Hillegats, John 
Mowry aad Berjimin Bise!, members 
of tb-a Reformed ch-irch, etch person 
furnishing a sufficient number of logs 
fjrores'ae. 
The puipit is ua'qoe. It 


is octagonal, and is in the likeness 
of a wire cup. It is a reproduction of 
a pu'pH in seme o'.A Palttinate church, 
which was originally designed as a 
sjmboiizuion of the Eujharistic cup. 
I have baen informed by a gentleman 
wh i hsd bam along the RMce that he 
hid S92H a simil»r pu'plt in a church 
therr, which had been built in the 
time of 
MIT tin 
Luther over 
400 


years age. 


The pecp'.e who dwelt along the 


Rhina were devout followers of our 
Lord and Sivior Jcsua Christ, and they 
clearly discarned th? true significsnce 
of '.his symbol cf Hie b^ood atonement. 
Heiicj this ideal ttsismental cup 
shsperl pulpit was transplanted from 
the Rhino to Amarica by these z»alona 
Christians 
Aa old German bible 


printed in 1305 at Hille, an I translated 
by Martin Luther, has been in use from 


churches for the worship of the one 
God. I" cratrasts wonderfully aid 
fsvorably with the bitter hostility 
which prevailed botween theaa two 
cliu-ches in Europa during the in- 
vasion of the Netherlands 
by the 


Spanish armies, under the Dake of 
Aiva. Motley, in fie history of the 
Dutch R'-pjblic, sayi tiit William of 
Nassnu, P.-lrcj of O.-ange, declared 
that if these two churches had cordial- 
ly united with him in repelling the 
Spanish forces, he could hive ssvad 
the pscp'e of NetherHod from 
the 


horrors of that bloody war and pre- 
vented the dismsmberment cf 
the 


country. 
But this bitterness between 


these two Christian churches at that 
time can only ba explained by attrib- 
uting it to the tirma in which these 
paople lived—sn age of war, oruslty, 
suspicirn, insincerity sni confusion. 


This log church is the oldest church 


edifice now standing in the county o? 
Bedford, but the old log German Re- 
formed and Lutheran church built in 
Bedford, atoat 1770, was the first one 
in the couity, and it was standing in 
1313, 
It was displaced by a 
new 


ehurch in 1825, This chnrch wjs the 
second one built and In 1SOO these two 
churchei were. tUa only buildings in 
the ecu ity,

Facing to the 
weet, the Allegheny mountains, a few 
miles cff, utand up ^s the everlasting

clouds 
cast their flitting shadows 


upon the green mountain side, ap- 
parently chasing one another 
from 


reck to rock and from ravine to ravine; 
turning to the southwest, the mouc- 
tsin range fades Ewa? ai d is lost in 
thj towering hills which flank the 
Savage 
mountain; looking 
to the 


northeast, the blue outlines of tr-e 
mountains stretch farther and farther 
until they become invisible ia the dim 
distarca. 


I will conc!u-le my remarks by re- 


peating substantially what I said here 
on May 1, 1900.

I 
csn truthfully ssy that the happiest 
days of my whole l:fe were spsnt in 
roaming over your green hills, through 
your charming valley end along your 
purling streams. Tlie sweet msmoriss 
of your village, your people, the old 
logchureb, the bslovt-d relativ-js and 
friends who sleep in yon cametery, 
the incidents of my boyhood diys and 
the tender ties which bind ma to my 
youthful companions are sacredly en- 
shrined in my heart, and I will csrry 
them with me to my grave.

CALIFORNIA LETTER 


Gazette Correipondent Travels Aloug the 


Pacific Coast. 


STOCKTOS, CAL., Jure 25, 


Wa are viewing this western country 


when it is at its best. From PortUnl 
to Stockton, Cal., one gets all the 
variety m»t in crossing the continent. 
For s hundred miles south of Grant's 
Pass the country presents a wonderful 
panorama of grand 
and beautiful 


scenery. Mountains are- all around us. 
To the right the Coast range and on 
oar left the Cascades. L'ttle valleys 
are crossed, sparkling streams abound, 
with forests of oak, and pine, and 
hemlock on every hand. 


Wa made a ten minutes' stop at Ash- 


land in northern Oregon and secured 
8om3 of the finest strawberries for eiz?, 
color, and flavor that we ever saw 
anywhsre. This ia a fruit conntry, 
very prosperous aid productive. The 
State Normal school is located heie 
with White Sulphur Springs close by. 
Siskiyou, the next station of import- 
ance is the summit of the range and 
the highest point on the line. Ihe 
mountain view from this point of 
vantage is indescribably magnincsnt. 
To the east is the Cascade range ex- 
tending north for four hundred milas; 
to the northeast is Ml Pitt. To the 
west are the peaks of the Siekiyou and 
C»ast range. To the south are the 
two Sisters, lit. Lassen, and abova all 
stands Mt. Shasta. Lakes, rivers and 
valleys lie spread out before us like a 
map; and in a word for variety, grand- 
ear, beauty and extant this view has 
no equal in lh.3 west. We secured an 
esesiknt view of Mt Shasta as we 
circled around its base and were in 
sight of it for several hours. 
It is a 


fine sight as we coma to the summit of 
the mountains down to the head wa- 
ters of 1ha Sacramento river. 
Here 


we crept along the breast of cliffs and 
through tunaeli, crossing and re cross- 
ing the river amid scenes of great 
beauty and deep interest. The Sacra- 
mento is muddy aid sluggish far 
down the valley but here it is clear 
and bright and turbulent, rushing and 
foaming among the rocks, a very ideal 
trout stream, and a line of light in the 
landscape. 
We enjoyed a short stop 


at Shasta Springs and a drink of the 
natural scda water. This is one of the 
pleasintest point] in all northern Cal- 
ifornia. It is locited in a deep canyon 
and one gets an impression here never 
to be forgotten. There is considerable 
Mining and prospecting all along the 
rive: from this point to Rsdding. Bed- 
ding is the head of the great Sacra- 
mento valley that spreads away like a 
floor with scarcely a break to Bikers- 
field, a distance of four hundred fifty 
miles. The era of speculation ia land 
and especially in wheat farming has 
passed. The depression in the wheat 
industry is throwing thousands of 
acres into the market. The spread of 
irrigation is having a like effect. 
It 


means a good income from a small 
farm. The soil is not uniformly good. 
It never is in any country. Most of it, 
however is rich and deep. 


The farmers ia theSacramsntovalley 


or rachmen, as they are called, could 
learn many useful lessons from the 
thrifty farmer of the Mississippi val- 
ley. Ths heavy rain of the past week 
has ruined thousands of tons of hay 
that could in part have been saved, 
but the valley as a whole is very pros- 
perous. Much fruit of many varieties 
is grown not only at Corning, where 
the Maywood colony is located, bat 
along the entire line to Divis, Sacra- 
mento and Stockton. Around Ssers- 
mento and Stockton are hundreds of 
vineyards, the finest we ever saw any- 
where. We took an automobile ride 
for twenty miles east from Stockton

They Arc EnNily Chilled antT Easily 


Become Toi> Ilipe. 


"You would not believe how tender 


Iliese bananas are," said a banana 
ram the otlier day. "They are more 
lender than eggs. They will chill, in 
fact, at 02 degrees—that is, the 
DUOS, while the ripe ones "will stand ft 
.somewhat lower temperature. 


"A chilled banana never 'ripens. 


While green a banana will bleed when 
bruised, exuding a juice approaching 
the color of the fruit when it is ripen- 
ed. Under the influence of cold tills 
sap becomes chilled and dried, and the 
life is out of the banana. After that 
it breaks like a stick and is of about as 
much value as a stick for the purpose 
for which bananas are usually bought. 


"From tlie time tbe bananas are tafc> 


en green from the trees till they are 
sent out by the wholesalers in a condi- 
tion approaching ripeness, a period of 
nearly a month elapses. At the Cen- 
tral American plantations they are 
loaded on big scows by negroes, poled 
out to fruit steamers and carried np to 
New Orleans. They are unloaded also 
by negroes, who carry the bunches to 
the scales before placing them on tlie 
cars. The whole load, negro, bananas, 
and all, is weighed and the African 
weight deducted. Tlie produce men 
buy the bananas by weight in New Or- 
leans, though they sell them .by the 
bunch here. From the time they leave 
the plantation till they are loaded on 
tbe fruit train is usually a period of 
about four or five days. 


"A messenger who knows bananas 


'from the stalk to the tarantula' ac- 
companies each train. He rides in the 
caboose, aud he watches those bananas 
as a setting hen guards ber eggs. 
The temperature in the car when they 
are loaded is usually from CO to 70 
degrees. Seventy, in fact, is a trifle 
too warm. The messenger Is between 
two fires all tho time, or, to put it more 
accurately, lie is between heat and 
frost all tlie time. At 02 degrees the 
green bananas will chill, while a slight- 
ly lower temperature will absolutely 
ruin them. If a temperature of 70 or 
over .be maintained throughout tbe 
journey ol about fourteen days fVom 
New Orleans to the northwest, tho 
fruit will arrive to:> soft and ripe aud 
will very likely bo worthless before it 
can reach the hands of tho retailer. 


"The fruit should reach here in a 


green condition, so as to require a few 
days in the ripciiins: room before being 
placed on sale. This is a little room at 
tbe rear of the- commission house in 
which the bananas arc placed after 
tlioir arrival. There au attempt is 
made to reproduce the warm, humid 
conditions of tin: Central American 
plantation. Tbis .-fleet is furnished by 
a little gas stovo kept burning part of 
the time, over which is placed a pan of 
water to form tbe ste.-im. 


"Three to five days under these con- 


ditions usually place tho fruit in shape 
to show to tbe retailer, who cornea 
along the street with his eye peeled for 
the bright yellow color of the ripened 
bananas. 


"For northern shipment the bananas 


are sent out in an unripe condition, 
wrapped in heavy manila paper, be- 
sides the straw wrapping, which is de- 
signed to protect them from bruising 
when sent out to tlie local trade. Some 
varieties are totally unsuited to north- 
ern shipment, as they would ripen too 
soon and be unfit for use before they 
reached the northern market. 


"It is a remarkable fact in the case 


of ripeucrl bananas that, though tbe 
cold will turn the skins a dark copper 
brown, giving them a repulsive appear- 
ance, the qualily of tlie fruit, as far as 
flavor Is concerned, is unimpaired. Not- 
withstanding tbis fact, tlie darkening 
of the color spo'ls their sale iu the mar- 
ket, as they 'don't look good' to the 
uninitiated, and it Is the outsider, after 
all, and not the co:iiiiiispion man who 
eats them."—Seattle Tost-Intclligenccr.

The 
eyes are never frost bitten. They seem 
to suffer only in a strong wind which 
carries in its current some irritating 
substance, as sand in the desert or 
flue "coriander seed" In the polar re- 
gions. 
And yet, notwithstanding tills, 


the eyes are the most sensitive of our 
several organs. — New York Press.

Very curious has been the history of 


the word "Kaffir." Sir Henry liaivlin- 
sou once said Iliat tlie loveliest oriental 
lady ho had ever seen was a Kaffir 
slave at Kabul. When she had loosen- 
ed her golden hair she could cover her- 
self completely as with a veil. This 
name of Kaffir is as worldwide as 
Islamlsm, for it is the name of "un- 
believer" applied by true Mohamme- 
dans to those that refuse the faith. 
The Portuguese found it applied to the 
negroes of east Africa by their Arab 
predecessors and handed It on to the 
Dutch and to the English. The Kaffir 
slave at Kabul belonged to one of 
those black clad mou:|laln tribes in 
the heart of Afghanistan, who till 1805 
defied their Moslem neighbors and on 
their dizzy precipices gloated on their 
idolatry. These Afghan Kaffirs claim 
to be descended from the Greeks who 
came with Alexander in his conquest 
o( the east.
